FRENCH SAY HARD 
TO AVERT FAMINE 


Believe Possible Food 
Riots, However, Car Be 
Adequately Handled by 
Military Forces. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Dusseldorf, February 3.—The 
French have enlarged their area of 
occupation toward the Cologne bridge- 
head, occupying railway stations at 
Vohwinkel, Lennp, Berg and Bonn, 
virtually surrounding Elberfeld. These 
places were leaks in the French ring 
around the Ruhr through which trains 
might pass to the south. The troops 
used in the new occupation zone 
were taken from Dortmund, which is 
virtually evacuated. . 

The situation in the Ruhr is drift- 
ing back to the regular routine. The 
population, workers and tradesmen, 
are gradually becoming outwardly 
reconciled to the presence of the oc 
cupying forces, while the resistance 
of the functionaries appears to be 
faltering. The opposition of the in- 
dustrial magnates, however, shows ne 
sign of abating. The possibility of a . 
general rising against the French 
seems very remote. 

See Quieter Conditions. 

Incidents of: violence may continue, 
such as the killing of a German 
civilian by a French sentry at Brech- 
ten last night, but conditions appear — 
to be settling down until one of the 
warring parties abandons the eco- 
nomic battle. It is reported the Brech- 
ten, civilian who was killed failed te 
halt when challenged. Some of the 
sentries are rather nervous; efie of 
them pointed his bayonet in business- 
like fashion when a correspondent 
strolled past his outpost last nighe 
although addressed in French and 
shown a pass. 

Sixty barges, loaded with coal. 
according to the official figures, have 
been dispatched to Strassburg, and 
63 more, which were confiscated, are 
lying along the Rhine awaiting tugs 
to tow them up the river. The 
barges average about 1,000 tons each. 
Ten tugs with French crews are now 
working up and down the Rhine. 

Coal Production Low. 
- The coal forwarded by rail into 
France is about half the amount float- 
ed; thus the total coal the French 
have got out of the-Ruhr since the 
occupation fs a little more than 200.- 
000 tons, whereas under the old sys- 
tem they would have received 460.- 
000 in the same period. General Pay- 
ot explains that the services are 
hampered by the necessity of replac- 
ing the strikers, insuring food sup- 


plies, and for similar reasons, but he 
expects to move very much larger 
quantities of coal daily to France the 
beginning of next week.

Mr. Mattoon spoke to the student 
body and emphasized particularly the 
necessitv of forestry practicing by 
farmers in Georgia. He said there are 
twenty million acres of forest lands, 
ten million of which are owned by 
farmers.

for the celebration of Lincoln's birth- 
day on a national scale in Washing- 
ton,*D. C., where, at a dinner given 
by the trustees of the university at 
Wardman Park hotel, President Hard- 
ing will be the guest of honor. Other 
xuests will be members of the cabinet 
and the supreme bench, senators, con- 
gressmen, and men of industry and 
nffairs from throughout the country. 
The educational problem of the moun- 
tain whites of the southland will be 
discussed from its various angles by 
some of tne great national leaders. 

Five years ago Dr. John Wesley 
Hill was elected to the chancellorship 
of the university. He immediately 
sounded the slogan “Lincolnize 
America,” and under its inspiration 
Lincolh Memorial university has been 
enlarged, strengthened, and establish- 
ed upon a broad permanent founda- 
tion. Doctor Hill has already raised 
in cash and subscription an endow- 
ment of $1,000,000. He is now di- 
recting a campaign for additional en- 
dowment, improvement and enlarge- 
ment of buildings and. facilities and 
for a chair of American citizenship. 

The work of Lincoln Memorial uni- 
versity is the: romance of American 
education. The . institution was 
founded. by General O. O. Howard 
at the request of President Lincoln, 
who, just as the general was starting 
upon his Tennessee campaign, said: 
“General, you are going

loyal patriotic people. They are my 
people, and I nope that when this 
war is over you will do something 
for them.” The brain of Howard 
was haunted with that appeal, until 
in 1897 the university was founded.

Entertaining Lincoln. 

The great career of Lincoln hinged 
it is said, on the fact that he had 
access to six books. Children’ are 
taught that at the beginning of his 
fight for learning he would study for 
hours before the old fashioned fire- 
place by the light of a pine knot when 
the day’s work was done. Today in 
the same region young men similarly 
situated are emulating his example, 
spurred by the same ambition, and 
being helped by that indomitable will 
which is an inheritance from their 
mountaineer ancestry. 

These embryo Lincolns form the 
student body of Lincoln Memorial uni- 
versity at Cumberland Gap, where is 
being carried on the interesging and 
important work of enlightening a peo- 
le whose forefathers. were there be- 
ore the constitution was conceived— 
before George Washington was born, 
before Lincoln appeared. 

The future Lincoln Memorial uni- 
versity will be greater, for a move- 
ment is started, which is supported by 
some of the foremost men of fhe 
country, to. secure for it an endow- 
ment of $5,000,000 and make it what 
Lincoln would have wished it to he

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—the gateway to learning for every 
mountain boy and girl. 

One of the pledges required of stud-” 
ents going to Lincoln with the inten- 
tion of earning theit way is that, 


when they have finished the prescrib- 
ed course, they shall return to their 
home sections and teach. Thus, at 
the outset, mountain boys and girls 
are enlisted as missionaries, and their 
entire college life is attuned to these 
ideals. Honesty. truthfulness and loy- 
alty are ingrained in them. 


Most Earn Own Way. 


A majority of the 800 students earn 
their way. The boys till the fields— 
the college own 600 acres of land— 
reap, market the crops, and do all 
the chores under the eyes of agricul- 
tural experts. They put on overalls 
when classes are over. Literally, they 
leave the plow to accept degrees as 
graduates. 

The girls sew, bake, scrub, weave, 
ond wash dishes, as they struggle 
with irregular verbs. And there is no 
sense of humiliation in it. It is the 
most democratic college in America. 

Young men and women come from 
the depths of the mountains, by train, 
horseback, on foot, many with trunks, 
n few with handbags, many even hat- 
less, and are forced to return, disap- 
pointed, because it is physically im- 
possible to accommodate them. One 
young fellaw. who was told in a kind- 
ly way there was no room for him, 
replied : 

“IT didn’t come here to board. I come

to learn. I can sleep on the floor.” 

He wasn’t turned away. He was 
taken care of somehow. 

This is the program that promises 
the redemption of millions of hardy 
American mountaineers who have 
played a noble part in every great 
national crisis, turning the tide of vic- 
tory against Great Britain during the 


revolutionary struggle at King’s moun- 
thin, helding the border states under 
the flag of the union during the civil 
war, fighting with characteristic valor 
in the Spanish-American war, and fur- 
nishing the greatest hero of the allies 
in the world war—Sergeant York— 
which individual record was claimed 
by the allies as the greatest, of all— 
a magnificent people, yet struggling 
under the handicap of appalling il- 
literacy. According to the Sage 
Foundation, there are six million of 
them, upstanding and fit, yet ingrain- 
ed with the superstition, religious big- 
otry and feudal animosities of ancient 
days, out of step with modern life, 
bereft of the privileges and opportuni- 
ties guaranteed by America, and her 
citizens, Lincoln Memorial  uni- 
versity is grappling with this problem, 
breaking the heredity spell hanging over 
the mountains, turning light upon 
well-nigh barbaie forms of . thinking 
and living, holding up Lincoln as the 
great example for ee youth, 
as the very idea of American democ- 
racy and calling upon the children of 
the mountains to follow in his foot- 
steps.

OLDEST CONFEDERATE 
VET IN BARROW DIES 


Winder, Ga., February 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. D. Sweat, better known as 
“Uncle Josh,” died at his home near 
Bethlehem on last Tuesday and was 
buried at the Sharpton graveyard, in 
the western part of the county, on 
the following day, Rev. J. C. Harbin, 
of Bethel Baptist church, officiating. 
He was born in 1832 and was 90 
years of age on last Christmas day. 

‘During the entire civil war he was 
a member of Colonel Wafford’s com- 
pany in the 16th Georgia regiment, 
which was commanded by Colonel 
Holt. Immediately after Lee was ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the con- 
federate forces, this regiment wa 
made a part of the army of northe 
Virginia.

OF GEORGIA NEGROES 


Continued from First Page. 


have been confined largely to Monroe, 
Spalding, Henry and Lamar counties, 
and in all cases the farm conditiong 
produced by boll weevil were largely 
responsible. | 

The seventh district has had no 
negro exodus of any consequence, but 
in the eighth the movement bas been 
' more or less general but to no great 
extent except in Greene. 

Gwinnett -and Jackson are the only 
counties in the ~inth reporting any ap- 
preciable exodus e 

In the tenth Calumbia, Hancock and 
Baldwin. report small exodus move- 
ments, one physiciun quoted reporting 
‘mob violence, K KK. scqgre and in- 
justices the contributing factors. 

In the eleventh—another south 
Georgia district—practically no ne- 
groes have left for other parts; and in 
the twelfth Laurens is the only county 
reporting any marked exodus, 

The facts as developed by this sur- 
vey are that there is not the wholesale 
emigration of negroes from Georgia to 
other states, as erroneously reported, 
and many of those who left are return- 
ing, and hundreds oMothers are anx- 
ious to do so and wisl do so when they 
have saved sufficiently to do 60. 

Following is an interesting letter 
from D. D. Crawford: 


Unrest Should Be Checked. 

“Editor Constitution: Permit me to 
acquaint you and your readers with 
a very serious situation. I refer to the 
migration of our people and its ef- 
fect upon economic, industrial, intel- 
lectual, moral and religious status of 
Georgia and the south. At the bot- 
tom of this vexing question is the 
spirit of unrest and many circum- 
stances may be named as the cause of 


it. 

“The public may not know that here 
in Georgia the negro baptists last 
year lost 61,606 members from their 
churches through the emigration 
movement. Many of our rural 
churches are practically wrecked and 
lots af rural communities are prac- 
tically depopulated. Threatening no- 
tices have been placed on our church 
buildings, ,school houses and lodge 
halls in Various parts of the state 
which have proven a serious menace 
to the economic and industrial con- 
dition of these communities. In sev- 
eral counties, school authorities: are 
not dealing justly with our people. 
White farmers.are not showing the 
interest in, giving assistance to, nor 
co-operating with negro farmers as 
they have done in the past. Many of 
those who molest our people escape 
unpunished, thereby emboldening them 
to continue and eausing our people

some workmen's huts, probably of 
the Ramesside period, he came upon 
a step cut in the rock. Continuing 
the work, he found further steps, and 


on the level of the upper steps he 
found ‘the commencement of what 
proved eventually to be the upper 
part of a wall cemented and covered 
with the seals of the royal cemetery. 
About eighteen inches of this wall 
was thus exposed, and seemed to be 
intact. The ‘finding of a tomb with | 
the seals intact is so rare anywhere, 
let alone in the royal necropolis, that 
he at once cabled me telling of his 
discovery. Unfortunately, my wife not 
being well enough to accompany me, 
only my daughter and I were able to 
leave England, and we arrived at 
Luxor on November 25. 

We at once ‘started work to open 
the tomb, and after many excitements 
we reached a second gealed wall. | 
may say that before we reached what 
proved to be the final door, owing to 
the discovery of broken objects on 
the staircase, and in the passage, we 
changed our opinions as to the con- 
tents of the tomb more than once. I 
personajly thought that we had found 
the tomb of Rekmireh, a celebrated 
prime minister and vizier of the time 
of Thotmes III., the more so as we 
found on the staircase a scarab of that 
monarch. Little did we dream of what 
really lay behind the sealed wall, With 
the aid of a candle, after having re- 
moved a few stones, we managed to 
get a dim view of the contents of a 
| chamber, : 


Sensational Sight. 

The sight was sensational. Never 
had any of us dreamt that what we 
could so dimly discern existed in any- 
‘thing but the realms of imagination. 
Thank goodness we were prepared 
with a cable, tapped from the tomb 
|above, to provide a better illuminant 
than the dubious light of a candle. 
By taking down a few more stones, 
Mr. Carter, my daughter, and I en- 
tered into: this chamber, which had 
certainly not been visited by any- 
one for over 3,000 years. 

A Gorgeous Seene. 

It is almost impossble to describe 
the gorgeousness of some of the fur- 
niture. Three state couches, barbaric 
in their profusion of gilding, are per- 
haps not objects of great beauty, but 
I think 1 may say tbat nothing like 
them has yet been found. Upon these 
couches and underneath them are dn 
enormous variety of objects. Under 
the aniddle couch are neatly arranged 
30 or 40 boxes of mummified ducks, 
eese, legs of mutton, venison, “etc. 

hese have fever been disarranged. I 
mention this fact because the tomb 
had been entered by robbers, who had 
taken the gold, silver and copper uten- 
sils, but naturally they had, not dis- 
turbed the food, as it was of ndswalue.

Bf not propose to describe every 
article that Iremember in this cham- 
ber, but some things stand out vivid- 
even hfter three weeks. The 
extraordinary beauty and delicacy of 
workmanship of the king’s chair or 
throne, must seen to realize what 
a superlative artist the workman of 
the Amarna period was. The painted 
box cuntaining the robes of the king 
is again a triumph of decoration. 
Painted upon it is King Tutankha- 


‘men hthting lions, gazelles and wild 


fowl. 
Magnificent Statues. 

At the northerly end are two mag- 
nificent life-sized statues of the king. 
These have already been described 
in numerous newspapers, but I would 
like to add that for exquisite work- 
manship, the feet, which are shod with 
solid gold sandals, are surprising. As 
| was crawling about under one of 
the couches with the greatest cau- 
tion, I put my band upon what proved 
to be a marvelous example of the 
voldsmith’s art. It was a large stick 
bandle in gold filigree work with the 
king’s cartouche on-the top. The pro- 
fusion ef alabaster found in __ this 
chamber lpads one to expect that pos- 
sibly the king may be interred in an 
alabaster sarcophagus. 

Beneath one of the beds, through a 
small hole in the wall, we saw an- 
other chamber in the most chaotic 
confusion. Every conceivable object, 
such as beds, chairs, tables, boxes, ala- 
baster vases, were visible, but so mix- 
ed up are all these articles that at 
présent it is:quite impossible to de- 
scribe any of them. e were aston- 
ished to find no coffins, but at laat 
the mystery was solved, for between 
the two statues of the king we found 
a sealed door. There is little if any 
doubt that behind this sealed door 
ties, probably surrounded by magni- 
ficent funerary equipment, one of the 
pharoahs of Egypt of whom we have 
but little information. When the tims 
comes to break down this wall and to 
enter what in all probability is the 
mortuary chamber of King Tutank- 
hamen, then indeed shall we see a 
wight which we have only dimly imag- 
ined,'and which I for one, certainly 
never expected to see,

With the paragraph from The | 
Radio Service Bulletin this is stopped. | 
There has been no change in the regu- 
lations governing this kind of use of | 
broadcasting stations. This part of the | 
regulations were simply overshadow- | 
ed by others more vital to the opera- | 
tion of broadcasting stations, 

The section of the bulletin concern- 
ing this point reads as follows. 

— perators of broadcasting sta- 
tions are cautioned not to commu- 
nicate with other stations. The 
transmission of acknowledgments 
to individuals relating to the re- 
ceipt of letters, telegrams and 
telephone calls is direet communi- 
cation and not authorized in the 
licenses of broadcasting stations. 
Section 2 of the act of August 13, 
1912, states that the license of «a 
station ‘shall state the purpose of 
the statiow’ and as broadcasting 
Stations are licensed for the spe- 
cific purpose of broadcasting, any 
operator using a broadcasting sta- 
tion for point-to-point communi- 
cation may have his license sus 
pended or revoked in the discre- 
tion of the secretary of com- 
merce,” 

Notwithstanding publication of this 
reference to the act of August 13, 
1922, several stations in the United 
States are still acknowledging letters 
and telecrams by radiophone. But 
Station WGM will not.

Great Britain has once again 
measured up to the highest traditions 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. The cable 
telling. of the almost instant and 
unanimous acceptance by the British 
cabinet of the terms laid down by the 
American commission, for the pay- 
ment of-the British debt, makes one 
proud of his racial inheritance. Since 
the signing of the armistice, four 
years ago, no responsible spokesman 
for the Anglican government has ever 
even suggested anything but the full 
payment of the debt to America. So 
we are not surprised to read, in the 
account of this cabinet meeting, that 
“Some of the members did not even 
stay long enough to remove their 
overcoats.” It meant that a premise 
of the political honor of Great Brit- 
ain, which is unmodified by party di- 
visions, presumes upon the full pay- 
mentrof an honorable debt, and there 
was no need for any discussion. 
Taxation Without Representation. 

The terms, which they so readily 
accepted, provide for the payment of 
three per cent interest for the first 
ten years, and three and a half per 
cent, thereafter. Up to the present 
time they have been paying five per 
cent interest. This means that for 


my Anglo-Saxon pride is submerged 
by my sense of American shame when 
1 contemplate this disgraceful exhi- 
bition of Yankee banking. 

Politics and Finance. 

Both the wisdom and the character — 
of a people meet the supreme test 
when they are called npon to deal 
with those who, for any reason, are 
in their power.

Noth- 
ing can compete with them in this 
respect, so that, from a military stand- 
point, when it is desired to deliver 
a bomb, gun, or observer wherever 
they will have the most effect on any

“Each day sees an increase in the 
radius of action of the airplane. In 
our own air service the airplane has 
remained aloft for thirty-five hours 
and during that time has covered 
some three thousand miles. The dix 
tance from Ireland to Newfoundland 
is only seventeen hundred miles.

I don’t mean that I am 
ashamed of Americans, because our 
political leaders have never allowed 
the American people to see this debt- 
issue in all its hideous fmplications, 
My faith, in the honor of the American 
people is so glear that I am convinc- 
ed, when once they understand that 
we loaned money to England and 
France to equip soldiers to fight and 
die in defense of a cause which was 
as much ours as theirs, and that we 
are now demanding payment of that 
debt at four per cent—they won't 
stand for it. I can not help recalling 
the old story of an eminent Jewish 
lawyer, who when his Christian part- 
ner came into the office and gleefully 
laid down an enormous fee collected 
for a _very small service, remarked 
with biting sarcasm, “almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian.” One 
raises the question whether, for the 
next 62 years, it would not be better 
for us to stop repeating in our 
churches, “Forgive us our debts, as 
We also have forgiven our debtors.” 


The Pecan---an Aristocrat, But--- 
a Source of Comfortable Income

Widespread interest in pecan cul- 
ture has developed throughout Geor- 
gia. Thousands of budded trees of 
the best varieties are being set in 
middle and in south Georgia. Ag a 
rule, those who are desirous of es- 
tablishing groves that will, within a 
few years, begin to make gratifying 
returns on the investment, are exer- 
cising care in the purchase of budded 
trees. 

That is the policy to pursue. A 
number of persons contemplate plant- 
ing choice nuts with a view to whips 
which may be budded at the proper 
time. This may do as an experiment, 
but true economy suggests the pur- 
chase of budded trees from the pro- 
prietors of pecan nurseries. Seek a 
nursery Which has won its way to 
suceess through the high quality of 
trees sold. No lack of such nurseries 
in -this state. 

In this connection, a-pertinent and 
a very assuring fact is stated; name- 
ly, that 78 per cent of pecans pro- 
duced in Georgia are of the improved 
varieties, This compares with 49 per 
cent in six sister cotton states, and 
with 30 per cent in the United States. 

The purpose of this article is to 
acquaint you with the pecan indus- 
try throughout the entire country.

Joint Action by America, Great Britain and 
Italy to Assume Reparations to France 
Only Alternative of Long and Disastrous 
Struggle, Says Simonds.

Washington, February 3.—With the third week of the French cam- 
paign in Germany the whole operation has changed its character. It is 
no longer a demonstration in force to produce’a swift German capitu- 
lation; as a consequence of German resistance it has become a siege 
and, in the nature of things, no man can foresee the length of a siege; 
because the forces of resistance cannot be accurately calculated. 

It Is clear, however, that the siege itself, if there be no relief from 
the outside, no intervention by force or otherwise, can have but one 


consequence.

It may take six months, it may take a year to pro- 


duce the result, but in the end Germany will be reduced by famine, thé 
German population and the German industry will be starved out. 

It follows, however, quite logically, that the longer the siege goes 
on the greater will be the suffering of the German people, the greater 
the prostration of German industry and the longer the period required 


for the recovery of Germany, after the campaign is over. 


And it is quite 


as obvious that one consequence may be the ‘total disintegration of Ger- | 
many, not alone politically but economically. 


Possibilities 
For Future. 


We have to consider now the pos- 
sibilities for the future. ‘They are 
not difficult to foresee. In the first 
Place Germany may surrender, pat- 
ently she will have to surrender soon- 
er or dater, given the force that she 
has to face. But it may be that 
when it is clear to Germans and to 
the German industrialists before all 
others that reliance on outside help 
has proven wain and complete ruin 
confronts them, then they will force 
the government:to put up the white 
flag and Germany will surrender on 
French terms. This. as see it, is 
at the moment the most hopeful 6o0- 
lution to be looked for. 

The second possibility is, patently, 
outside intervention. The siege of 
Germany might be relieved if one or 
more nations could and would exer- 
cise force upon France to compel the 
French to raise the siege. This is 
the way Verdun was saved during 
the world war, when the allied offen- 
sive at the Somme forced the Ger- 
mans to withdraw men and guns 
from the Meuse. Yet one may at 
once dismiss the idea that one or 
more nations will undertake to em- 
oer force to compel France to let up. 
No nation is prepared to go to war 
to force France to relax its grip. 


We are then thrown back upon the 
yossibility of friendly intervention. 
‘his is the solution that finds so 
much favor in American circles at 
the present hour. But what form can 
this intervention take? What can 
those who would intervene offer 
France which would seem to her ade- 
quate reason for abandoning what is 
now a perfect strangle hold upon her 
enemy? For the problem is all com- 
prehended in the single riddle: How 
shall we get the French out of the 
Ruhr? 


If the French stay in the Ruhr, 
then all settlements, all compromises 
are of small avail. To a certain 
extent a condition of war will con- 
tinue, or to put it more exactly, the 
processes of economic reconstruction 
in Europe and in the world will be 
delayed, hampered, held back if not 
completely paralyzed. Therefore it 
is axiomatic that those who would 
now intervene can intervene usefully 
only if they are prepared to make 
such a proposal as would satisfy 
lrance. « 

But assume Pr the moment that 
the United States should undertake 
to intervene, what can it offer the 
French? The fssue is all here, the 
fact is that there is not the smallest 
readiness on the part of congress or 
power in the hands of the Harding 
administration to offer anythin,.

Thus, in losing reparations France 
will acquire security. The longer the 
siege of Germany goes on, the small- 
er the chance of money but the greater 
the probability of safety. 

Now in the long run France can 
afford the ruin of Germany. ‘The rea- 
son is patent. German trade is un- 
important to the French, They do 
not have to manufacture and sell 
largely abroad in order to get food 
to live at home. In their own coun- 
try and their North African colonies 
they can get all the food they need 
to support life. Trade is a detail in 
their political economy, that is, for- 
eign trade. 

They need some coal, to be sure, 
but whatever bappens in the Ruhr 
they are going to obtain some coal. 
If the production in the Ruhr dreps 
from 100,000,000 tons to 20,000,000 
the French will still have more than 
they need and you may be sure they 
will get theirs first. What will hap- 
pen will be that the industries of 
Germany wiil lack coal, have to sbut 
down and Germany, being unable to 
manufacture, will be similarly unable 
to sell and buy abroad. That will 
hurt the British, the people of the 
United States, but it will not hurt | 
France, | 

It is not a forcible and convincing 
argument to say to the French that 
they will not get money if they pur- 
sue their present’ tactics, because 
there is no certainty that they will 
get money by any method, but by the 
present method they will abolish the 
menace of a strong and vengeful 
Germany. It is a complete mistake 
to think of the Ruhr affair as merely 
ah effort to collect money, It is an 
attempt to get the cash, obviously, 
but it is an attempt to get money by 
the use of force, which, if it does 
not achieve the primary object, will 
attain a secondary and almost as im- 
portant end. 


No Solution 


In Conference. 
There is no solution for the pres- 


ference unless, in advance of the con- 
ference, France is assured of the cer- 
tainty of attaining the ends she has 
in mind. If there should be a confer- 
ence, France would go to it, still hold- 
ing the Ruhr, while the fact that such 
a conference had been called would 
encourage the Germans to continue 
their resistance. Thus the object of 
the conference, namely to end the 


Ruhr affair, would be defeated in ad- | 


vance, for while the debate was go- 
ing on about the conference table the 


| siege of Germany would be continu- 


ing in the Ruhr. 

In any conference the French 
would confront the representatives of 
other nations with the perfectly sim- 
ple statement that they were tn the 
Ruhr and meant to stay there until 
some other method could be hit upon 
which in advance wonld insure Ger- 
man payment. For three years the 
British have sought to prevent the 
Ruhr occupation, so, for that mat- 
ter has our government, but in the 
end both failed. What new reason 
can they now urge to persuade the 
French to evacuate,-having failed to 
prevent occupation? 

Pressure in the United States for 
a conference will continue and doubt- 
less increase. The administration 
may be forced to yield to it and pro- 
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pose such an international meeting, 
but unless it inditates in advance the 
contributions it is prepared to make 
to bring about the end sought, sub- 
stantial, material contributions, its 
gesture is doomed to failure in ad- 
vance. If we want the French to 
quit the Ruhr, then the one way to 
attain that end is to offer the French 
that price which will satisfy them. 

_ Now there is no sign anywhere vis- 
ible that the people of the country, 
much less congress and the adminis- 
tration, are prepared to pay any sub- 
stantial price. And canceWation of 
French debts is by no means all that 
we would have to pay. In addition it 
would be just as necessary to under- 
take to guarantee German payments, 
after the new total of reparations had 
been fixed, either to guarantee them 
by promise to use force, consent to | 
permit France to employ force if pay- 
ments were not forthcoming, or, on | 
the other hand, to finance inter- 
national loans, based on German re- 
sources and turn the proceeds over 
to France, leaving the financiers to 
do the collecting from Germany. 


One is forced to conclude, then, that 
there is small hope of successful in- 
tervention, because there is not in the 
United States any effective evaluation 
of the worth to the United States of 
ending the Ruhr episode. We all 
want to end i but congress and the 
people are not ready to pay anything 
to bring about the evacuation. They 
want to turn the French out by in- 
voking moral precepts rather than by 
offering material considerations: The 
French on their side are equally well 
supplied with moral precepts and have 
a technical legal justification for their 
course in which they are supported by 
the Italians and the Belgians. 

The seige of Germany, then, is not 
likely to be ended by German sgur- 
render in any immediate time, al- 
though this remains possible. It is 
far less likely to be terminated by in- 
terventionr, because no intervention in 
which the United States does not par- 
ticipate’ can amount to anything and 
the United States does not know its 
own mind in the matter,-is not pre- 
pared to make any material contri- 
bution to the enterprise. : 

But as the seige proceeds it is fair- 
lv clear what is going to take place. 
The French have practically isolat- 
ed the Ruhr region. They have only 
to employ their troops now in posi- 
tion to cut it off — from Ger- 
many. Then it is, in reality, not the 
Liuhr but Germany, which is isolated. 
The whole industrial system of the 
liuhr activity will be based upon the 
uncertain element of labor and labor 
seers inclined to resist French ef- 
forts. 


Makes Prediction 
Of Next Step. 


After isolation é@dbmes the next 
step. The Ruhr will be hitched up 
to the Rhineland, to the left bank re- 
gions already occupied. Both these 
regions will be brought into close eco- 
nomic relation with France, while 
some sort of political arrangement, 
some kind of separatist regime will 
be constituted, which will take them 
out of the German system. Coal, as 
it is produced, will be employed not 
to supply German industries but to 
meet the needs of the Ruhr, of the 
Rhineland, of France, of Italy, of Bel- 
gium and of other European coun- 
tries. 

If the Ruhr works, it will be fed, 
its production will be marketed in 
the world outside of Germany, there 
will be a slow but inevitable consoli- 
dation of French and Rubr industries, 
German coal and French iron will 
be associated. The Rhine regiong will 
be detached from Germany and at- 
tached to France, not politcally but 
economically, and sheltered in. some 
sort of a Rhineland free state. 

Now fF am very far from saying 
this ambitous plan will be realized, 
although it is clear it will be attempt- 
ed. But either it wil be realized with 
obvious and enormous profit to 
France or, in attempting to realize it, 
France Will actually achieve the com- 
plete dislocation of the whole indus- 
trial machinery of Germany. In- 
stead of a paralysis of all the indus- 
try of Germany outside the Ruhr, you 
will have the paralysis inside as well. 
But if the paralysis comes, then the 
dislocation of the whole German indus- 
trial edifice will be complete. Ger- 
many Will lose all her markets in the 
outside world, because she cannot sup- 
ply them, and ruin and starvation 
will be the consequences, 

At a certain point, moreover, if 
the resistance is continued, political 
disorder will follow. There may be 
separatist moves within Germany, a 
Bavarian revolt against the existing 
republican government, there may be 
a general revolt against French oc- 
cupation, such as took place in 1813. 
3ut fighting must for a time at least 
be on German soil and such fighting 
would inevitably involve the destruc- 
tion of the industrial regions even as 


the German invasion of France in-|! 


volved the destruction of the indus- 
trial regions there. So, even if the 
Germans did presently force the 
French across the Rhine, industrial 
Germany would resemble that portion 
of France over which Hindenburg ex- 
ecuted. his famous strategic retreat 
of 1917. ; 

Hayifig thus liberated her indus- 
trial regions stain 4 would be no 
better off, use they would be 
destroyed and her progregsive rue 
would continue because she wou 
be unable to sell abroad and 
buy food. Vietory on the 
right bank of the Rhine would be 
even more disastrous than French 
occupation, as a consequence of the 
inevitable destruction. As for France, 
she would have Belgium, Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia as allies and 
Polish operations would certain- 
ly include a swift occupation of Up- 
per Silesia, Germany's remaining 
coal supply. : 

Nor is it hg any means certain 
or even likely that Germany could 
successfully face the French in the 
field. On the contrary the conse- 
quence of open resistance would, 
in my judgement lead to the occupa- 
tion of Berlin, of Hamburg and of 
Bremen. Moreover that is what is 
almost certain to occur if German 
resistance continues. Holding Ham- 
burg and Bremen, France could 
complete her grip upon German’s 
economic life: oceuping the capital 
she could demonstrate the complete 
weakness of Germany, from a mili- 
tary point of view. 

Summing it up, the thing Ameri- 
cans are very slow to perceive is 
that the collection of reparations 
is only one string to the French bow 
and the failure to get money does 
not necessarily involve the failure 
of the whole operation or. insure 
the immediate or even the eventual 
retreat of the French. A _ paying 
Germany or a ruined Germany, eith- 
er would be more desirable’ thing 
for France than a Germany widéch 
arrived at prosperity without pay- 
ment. Moreover the fact to which 
the world has got to makeup its 
mind sooner or later is tha this 
is the alternative which confronts it. 


Of course everybody knows that 
there are two wars going on, a war 
between. the French and German 
peoples waged over reparations, a 
war between the French and Ger- 
man industrialist waged over world 
markets. Everyone recognizes that 
when the French regained Alsace- 
Lorraine with its great iron deposit 
the question of Ituhr -coal became 
permanent. French industry sought 
to compel German coal producers to 
combine with them and demanded a 
dominating interest in the coalition. 

German industry resisted and un- 
dertook to buy its iron in Sweden 
and elsewhere, thus bringing proxi- 
mate ruin to the French iron indus- 
try. Beyond all question French 
iron magnates are now solidly behind 
Poincare and perhaps the most potent 
influence in directing his policy. On 
the other hand the German coal mag- 
nates are the backbone of the German 
resistance. If Germany loses they 
will have to make terms with their 
French rivals. 

Moreover, the Ruhr invasion puts 
in French hands the properties of 
these German coal magnates. As the 
occupation continues one of two things 
will happen, either their properties 
will be ruined or they will be seized 
and operated in conjunction with 
French iron mines and France will 
have a gigantic iron and coal trust 
which will: have grave menace for 
similar British interests in European’ 
markets. There is the economic stake? 
If France is assured of coal, she has a 
magnificent future before her because 
she has four-fifths of the iron de- 
posits of Europe within her own ter- 
ritory. Either by terms made with 
the German magnates or by seizure’ 
of German coal mines and the creation 
of a Rhine buffer state under French 
protection, France would provide a 
brilliant economic future for herself. 

But this is only another reason 
why’ France will go on rather than 
retire. If she doesn’t get German 
coal owing to German resistance 
which ends in the destruction of Ger- | 
man coal industries, she will at least 
eliminate a rival and can’ get hers 
elsewhere im return for iron, or, in 
due course of time, reduce her own 
coal consumption by an enormous ex- 
pansion of her resources in water 
power, So once more you see that 
France is able to play both ends 
against the middle, either to win out- 
right by reason of German surrender 
or to win indirectly by reason of 
German elimination. 


France Dominant 


European Nation. 


The circumstance which it is very 
hard for Americans to appreciate is 
that the war bestowed upon France 
a continental supremacy quite as 
complete as that she has ever possess- 
ed. When Germany was defeated and 
disarmed, when Great Britain and the 
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United States demobilized and almost 
completely retired from continental 
adventure, France became the domi- 
nant country in Europe. 

, Moreoyer, as time went ob, she al- 
lied to herself those nations whose 
conumon interests ied them te march 
with France and she undertook to 
train their nascent armies in such 
fashion as to make them effective de- 
tails in the French system. Poland, 
Rumania, Cazecho-Slovakia, Jugo- 
Siavia, counting more than 70,000,QUu0 
people, have quite as strong reasons 
uS »’rance for retaining the territorial 
divisions made at Baris or as a con- 
sequence of the allied victory, and the 
French army is the one potent force 
to guarantee such maintenamce, As 
for Beigium, her very existence is 
assured against Germany only by the 
continuation of French capacity to 
resist Germany. 

Now it is patent that in time a 
balance of power might be arrived 
at by the association of Germany, 
italy, Hungary and Austria, with 
Russia as the major” partner, pro- 
vided only the recovery of Austria, 
Hungary, Germany, and for that mat- 
ter, Bulgaria, which would be as- 
sociated with thé German alliance— 
were conceivable. But it is not con- 
ceivable that France and her associ- 
ates will permit countries which are 
marked down to be hostile to regain 
the capacity to do them injury. 
British policy, faithful to the old 
prineiple of the balance of power, Ras 
sought to rescue Germany, retain Italy 
and even to contribute to Russiak& re- 
generation, It has consistently op- 
posed Poland and it has manifested 
anything but sympathy with Rumania. 
But this British policy has failed, be- 
cauSe it has been unable to save Ger- 
many from French action and in the 
end has Jost Italy, its one useful part- 
ner in former international contfer- 
ence. 


More than this, the quarrel between 
France and Britain has led to the rise 
of Turkey and thus has brought dead- 
ly peril to the whole British empire 
from Malta to Mandalay. ‘The French 
can, at any time they choose, if 
Britain undertakes by force to inter: 
fere with French action against Ger- 
many, rouse the whole Mohammedan 
world to attack upon the British. If 
the British should withdraw their gar- 
risons from the Rhine as we have 
done to mark their disapproval of 
French action, the French could draw 
out their troops from the Near Rast 
and this would be a signal for Turkish 
action. Moreover, as it now stands, 
the Italian troops would leave with 
the French, and Britain would require 
far more ps in the Near East 
than she cou ain by winding up her 
watch on the Rhine. 


If you talk with an Englishman, 
or with any continental European, you 
recognize at once his appreciation of 
the fact that French supremacy on 
the continent not only exists but is 
likely to continue indefinitely, Of 
course, in the end, any French ef- 
fort permanently to dominate the con- 
tinent will fail, just as other French 
efforts have failed, just as Spanish, 
Austrian and German efforts have 
failed, Yet it is well to remember 
that when Europe was far less pros- 
trate than it is now and France, on 
the whole weaker, as a consequence 
of the French revolution and of the 
divisions within France she held off 
Europe from 1792 to 1814 and in 
the process sent her victorious armies 
from the Straits of Gibraltar to 
Moscow. 

If the ultimate consequence of 
nresent conditions is the revival in 
France of the ambitions of Louis 


XIV. of or Napoleon. it will be a

is that the world is confronting not 
a weak France but a strong nation, 
stronger with respect of Europe than 
the France of 1 and once more, 
as then, animated by a_ passionate) 
determination to live at all costs and 
at the price of any sacrifice. 
France is fiscally bankrupt but she 
was bankrupt in all ways in, the 
ears following the Revolutionary and 
Napoleonic wars and only lost her 
struggle when France became divid- 
ed, when the ambitions of Napoleon 
no longer marched with those of 
Frenchmen and French security .was 
assured by those who fought only 
Napoleon. She is today only 40,000,- 
000 against 60,000,000 Germans, but 
then she was only 25,000,000 against 
the whole of Europe. Then she was 
in the early period isolated, now she 
has as allies those nations which 
alone possess fighting forces, with the 
single exception of Italy, and Italy 
has lately n visibly gravitating to 
the French group. 


Must Recognize 
French Strength. 


If one is to deal successfully with 
France at the poems hour, then, it 
must be with the full recogniton not 
of French weaknesses but of French* 
strength.. Tomorrow or next day may 
bring what they may, today there is 
neither an army nor a nation which 
can hope by force to black French 

licy and purpose on the continent. 

‘hat is why the British are plainly 
retiring from the continent, washing 
their hands of the whole business. 
They have reached the point where 
they must fight France or .choose be- 
tween following her and _ retiring 
from the continent: They will not 
follow and retirement is thus inevit- 
able. As for open breaks, a policy 
like ours in hurrying home our troaps, 
that is impossible for the British, be- 
cause it exposes them to reprisal in 
the Near East. 

If there is war in Europe today, 
growing out of the French policy, it 
will be fought on German soil and 
French armies will be supported by 
those of Belgium, Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia, It will mean at the out- 
set the destruction of the Ruhr and 
Upper Silesian industrial regions, 
with their mines, just as the Lens 
district in France was destroyed in 
the world war. If the Russians 
should attack and smash Poland, the 
entry of bolshevik armies into Ger- 
many would be as disastrous as that 
of Swedish armies in the Thirty- 
Years’ War. } 

If by any chance Italy should 
take arms against France, she would 
instantly be assailed: by the Jugo- 
Slavs, while if Bulgaria or MHun- 

ary moved, they would be attacked 

y Rumania and probably by Greece. 
Any . British intervention would in- 
sure the outbreak of Mohammedan re- 
volt from one end of the Near East 
to the other, from the Straits to the 
Ganges. But there is little likeli- 
hood of Italian intervention and loss 
of British. 

Mr. Wilson, whatever his other 
mistakes and_ limitations, saw in 
Paris quite clearly that there was 
only one way to deal with France and 
that was to meet those of her demands 
which were just, namely the demands 
for reparations, coal and security. 
Hence his treaty of guarantee, his 
agreement to the Saare occupation 
and his recognition of the principle 
that Germany should rebuild French 
ruins. 

But when the treaty of guarantee 
fell when Germany failed to pay, 


loss of coal, all that he foresaw in 
Paris happened. Mr. Wilson is criti- 
cised in this country for the coxces- 
sions he made in Paris, but it is 
worth nothing that the withdrawal of 
those concessions has led directly to 
the present situation and now a re- 
ewal of them offers the only con- 
ivable means of avoiding the old 
dangers in a highly aggravated form. 


The United States has now to 
choose between a contirued French 
occupation of Germany, leading al- 
most ineluctably to a series of conse- 
quent closing of European markets 
perhaps for a generation, and some ef- 
fective action in company with Great 
Britain and Italy, which shall abol- 
ish the danger. But any action must 
be predicated tpon a readiness to 
meet the minimum of French terms. 
The siege of Germany will not be 
raised by any verbal demonstration, 
by any decisions of economic ex- 
perts. 

The only other action by the United 
States is a frank and formal deciara- 
tion that it will not interfere, come 
what may. Such a declaration, cer- 
tain to evoke a similar assertion from 
the British, would lead inevitably to 
German surrender, because, as }heve 
said, German resistance is patently 
hopeless, if it is not predicated on ul- 
timate intervention by America and 
Britain, ;

She 
phones to the superintendent and 
asks her will she please come for her 
that night, that she fears the man 
will follow her and give her trouble. 
We have saved that girl as much as 
if we had taken her from a sinking 
ship from the Atlantic ocean. 

We are all realizing our moral re- 
sponsibility towards the ‘teen age girl, 
and know that the word of warning 
to a girl of 15 years of age 
her for all time and eternity. 

Our Community home, which was 
opened in May, has had twenty-nine 
girls to come and go. Lives have 
been readjustel; husbands and wives 
brought together. Girls sent back 
to parents, and we have had one mar- 
riage in.the home. Our girls come 
mostly from the, stockade and the 
tower. 

Two good women stayed at court 
from 9 a. m. i 
ozo, and persuided the probation of- 
ficer not to send these girls to the 
state farm even if they were “re- 
peaters,” but let them have one more 
chance to make good at the Commu- 
nity home. 

It was a joyful day when they brought 
those five girls up to our door in an 
auto and such a smile of welcome as 
they received. (We gave one of these 
cirls a little party on her 17th birth- 
dav. She had been married three 
years. )

When the girl goes to the Community 
home she stays until she proves her- 
self trustworthy to go out and work, 
living at the home at a nominal cost 
and at no expense if “she cannot af- 
ford to pay. While in the home the 
girls are allowed to make money after 
the daily housework is completed. 
They take orders for plain sewing, 
cpocheting, embroidery, fancy work, 
rugs, basketry, paper flowers, etc. 
One little girl of 17, who has been 
with us for three or four months, was 
sent to her married sister in Mobile; 
she had earned $17 while with us, 
and was most happy to buy her ticket 
home. She sent the superintendent 
a telegram on her arrival and hag 
written to each of us.

In the minds of those children who are promoted, the field of op- 
portunity opens broad and illuminating, but, to those who fail—the pic- 
ture is shorn of all happiness of thought and understanding. 

It is upon this latter class that editorial comment is made today, for 
it is the duty of every teacher to work towards the elimination of those 


failures.

When a child begins to show that he is lagging in his studies, it is | 
then that the teacher should immediately become interested in the case. | 
If she cannot handle the matter to her own Satisfaction, the principal |

K ius girl who is not intelligent is likely 
to be conscious of her looks. She 
has them in the back of her mind all the 
time. That detracts from her charm, of 
course, and also from her looks. Beauty 
must be natural, not stilted and aware of 
itself. When a girl looks out at the au- 
dience she must not be thinking of herseit 
and of how she looks, but of the thing 
Which she is doing at the moment. She 
must be doing that thing because she wants 
to, and enjoys doing it, just as a child 
enjoys playing. If she’s engaged in think- 
ing about her appearance, she loses the 
Spirit of play. 

I have seen beautiful girls whose looks

2—The nose. It should 
be straight and well 
shaped, and slightly in- 
dented where it meets 
the forehead. Its pro- 
portions should be right 
for the rest of the face 
—that is, one-third the 
length of the face. 

3—The mouth. It must be beautiful both 
in repose and when smiling or laughing. 
The lips should be clear-cut, and neither 
too thick nor too thin. They should be 
healthy in color. The mouth should be as 
wide as the eye, and one and one-half times 
as long. A short upper lip is sometimes 
considered a mark of beauty, but is not 
beautiful unless it seems to fit in with the 
rest of the features. The teeth must be 
white and even. 

4—-The complexion, lt must be clear, of 
course. .[he day when make-up covered 
a bad skin has gone with the vanishing of 
excessive use of grease paint and powder 
on the stage. | venture to state that the 
Follies girls could go out on the street and 
not look any more made up than many of 
the giris whom they passed. I do not be- 
lieve in the use of a great deal of make-up. 
It is likely to make a face expressionless. 
A certain amount is necessary on the stage, 
when strong lights are used, but it is al- 
ways advisable to use a little less than 
seems necessary, rather than a little more. 


T is difficult to give measurements, of 

course, but generally speaking these are 
good ones for determining the beauty of 
the features. 

The head should be from eight and two- 
thirds to nine inches long; this is the aver- 
age length. Variations are not great, and 
few heads are less than eight and one- 
fourth or more than nine inches long. 

The nose should divide the face into two 
equal parts, 

A line drawn through the middle of the 
eyes and one drawn through the bottom 
of the nose should divide the face into 
thirds, 

The mouth should be one and one-half 
times as long as the eye, and the eyes 
should be the length of one eye apart. 

The face should be four times as wide 
as the eye is long, 

Of course, in selecting girls for my pro- 
ductions 1 prefer that applicants appear 
without make-up. If they confe to me 
rouged and much powdered, | simply have 
to discount the effect they gain in this 
way. Unless a girl is pretty enough to 
appear without any make-up on at all, slte 
is not likely to be accepted. 

Naturally, 1 canot indulge my personal 
preferences in this matter of selecting beau- 
tiful girls. It does not matter whether I 
prefer the classic type or not. I may 
think that a short upper lip is far more 
beautiful than a longer one, but many peo- 
ple do not think so. So far as it is pos- 
Sible, | must try to represent all types of 
beauty in “The Follies.’”’,

Is Devoted to Nothing But the Soldiers’ Interests—Army Men Solve Money Problem by Obtaining 
Ads for Their Paper From Atlanta Merchants—Has Society Department an’ Everything.

EWSPAPERS are rightly consid- 
ered to be the necessity of all 
classes of people in this coun- 
try. We have now papers for 
all branches of business, papers 
for the tired business man, pa- 
pers for the exhausted society 
matron, papers for the flapper, and even 
baby has his papers exclusively for him, 
not to mention Fifi, the chow. 

During the war there were newspapers 
for the army men to send home to their 
families, but these papers were for the 
most part edited and written by ex-news- 
paper men who continued their civilian vo- 
cation aftcr entry into the service.

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The service newspaper par | 
excellence was, of course, The 
Stars and Stripes, which, wiih 


its staff of expert newspaper 
men, dished up news hot to the 
whole A. E. F. It was a big 
proposition handled in a big way, 
and its well-deserved success was 
the result of hard labor in a tor- 
eign country to print a live 
newspaper according to Ameri- 
can standards in a land where 
modern newspaper methods and 
modern methods of printing 
were unknown. 


carry out efficiently its peace-time mis- 
sion. Among the first activities not strict- 
ly military that were dropped were the 
local newspapers of the various organiza- 
tions and camps. These had to go when 
their trained newspaper personnel was dis- 
charged. 


Foes government support and personnel 
was withdrawn from papers, and the 


army buckled down to accommodating it- 


self to the new conditions. The soldier 
had to depend for his military news upon 
the columns of the daily newspaper, or 
upon the regular orthodox service papers, 


such as The Army and Navy Journal, The 
Army and Navy Register or The Infantry 
Journal. Such publications gave the of- 
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activities. To meet this demand for news, 
a few posts in the country published week- 
ly or monthly publications, some of which 
are merely magazines of alleged wit and 
humor. The fact that no official time 
can be spent on newspaper work, and no 
expense to the government incurred has 
greatly handicapped the purveying of news 
to the soldier. 

At Fort McPherson, Atlanta's own mili- 
tary post, this lack of a local news sheet. 
was felt by everyone on the post, some- 
where around two thousand people.

TRUE statement of 

the abundance of 
game in 6Brilish East 
Africa would seem almost 
incredible. Nairobi, the 
capital of the country, 
put up the very strong- 
est fence that could be 
built around the city. 

it was made of very 
heavy posts and eight or 
ten Strands of heavy. 
barbed wire, the object 
. being to create and main- 

- tain a quarantine’ district 

for thé purpose of eradi- 

cating fever tick from 
cattle. 

The fence was made especially strong 
dnd high to keep out game that also car- 
ried the tick. 

To give one an idea of the amount of 
game, almost in sight of this-—the largest 
city in the country—very frequently game 
would be stampeded at night either by 
lions ,or other causes and run into this 
fence tn such numbers as to demolish it 
completely, knocking down and breaking 
every strand of wire for miles in a single 
night! 

I never saw the fence intact, during the 
five years | was in the country, for more 
than a few days at atime. When I left 
there might just as well have been no 
fence at ail. . 

In the daytime the fence would turn 
zebra, but hartebeest and impaila and the 
larger gazelle would clear it with perfect 
ease and it was, | judge, six to seven feet 
high. 

The amount of game that may be seen 
from: the train as one goes from Mombasa, 
the seaport town, to Nalrobi, is almost un 
believable. The ‘distance is about three 
hundred miles and the last three or four 
hours of the journey great hérds of game 
are visible on both sides of the track as 
the train passes. The best of authorities 
estimated the number of head that might 
be plainly seen from one seat at the ca 
window at that time at $0,000!

A Bible Talk 


HE two brief parables of Christ’s 

ministry that we consider today 
deal with prayer and suggest four 
lessons—first the value of im- 
portunity; second, reasons for 
delay in answer to prayer; third, 
pompous petitions; fourth,  ac- 
ceptable prayers. 

In these two parables Christ again uses 
that most impressive form of logic, viz., 
reasoning from the less to the greater. He 
cites the case of -an unjust. judge ‘which 
feared not God, neither regarded man.” As 
always, He states the case as strongly as 
words can state it. 

The judge used as an illustration ignored 
the inner moritor—the conscience—that 
prompts us to do that which is in accord 
with our sense of justice and right. He had 
disregarded the voice within until its sug- 
gestions had become inaudible; his con- 
scious had been ‘‘seared with a hot iron.” 
It is quite natural that one who feared not 
God would be indifferent to his fellow man. 

Man is sometimes thoughtless in dealing 
with his fellows even while he retains in 
his heart the fear of the Almighty; he does 
not apply his religion in his daily life. .But 
Christ stated the whole case in regard to 
this judge; he was entirely beyond the 
reach of the influences that should control 
one worthy to be an arbiter of disputes. 

The second party is also selected with a 
view to making the contrast as strony as 
possible.

At the present time the widow is a 
privileged party in court. A man is ex- 
pected to take care of himself and the mar- 
ried woman is expected to find a sponsor in 
her husband; but the wicow, bereft of her 
natural defender, appeais to the chivalry ot 
the judge. 

No creater condemnation can be spoken 
against a judge today than that he fails to 


give special considerzation to the appeals 
of a widow.

No other religion offers the hope that™ 
Christ holds out to man. No matter io 
what depth the sinmer has falen, salvation 
is within his reach. If he will but turn and 
Start upward, he will find a helping hand. 

llere again one sees the difference be- 
tween the negative golden rule of- Confu- 
cius and the positive golden rule of Christ. 

It is not sufficient that one shall abstain 
from sin; that merely insures against wrong 
doing. The harmless man may have the 
kind of perfection that we admire in a 
graceful statue, but a sinful human being 
has possibilities that an inanimate statue 
does not possess. Sins can be forgiven 
and the energy of a new born soul can 
make the whole being glow ‘with love and 
power for good. 

The marble hand may be “beautifully 
chiseled, but it cannot be exteuded in help- 
fulness; better the hand that can aid, even 
though it be wrinkled with ave and ¢a- 
loused with toil. The foot of stone may 
be the hgihest expression of art and grace, 
but it runs on no errands of mercy; Fet- 
ter the foot that is worn and bruised by 
walking if it but tell the story of employ- 
ment in the Master's cause. 


‘SUE difference between other things can 
be easily measured; there is an as- 
certainable ratio between the cheapest and 
the costliest gems, between the poorest and 
the finest fabrics, between the worth of the 
average specimen in animal and veretable 
ife and the worth of the most valuable.

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Helpful Suggestions for 
House Within and 


Sewing Room 


GOOD wall paper cleaner may be 
made as. follows: One pint boil- 
ing water, one tablespoon gold 
dust, two tablespoons ammonia, 
flour to make stiff. Keep the 
water boiling, add the gold dust 
and the ammonia. Stir in as 
much flour as possible. Cool enough to 
knead. Knead until perfectly smooth and 
dry enough not to stick to the hands. This 
is an excellent cleaner and very economi- 
cal. Take a piece of the dough in the hand 
and rub over the paper. Brush the crumbs 
off with a soft, clean cloth. 

Portieres may be hung at the doorway of 
the room opening into the hall if desired, 
and when they are, they should all be the 
Same color on the hall side, but the use 
Of. portiers is unnecessary unless it hap- 
pens that they are a decided improvements 
Or unless the hall is too bare looking. 
French doors are usually uncurtained, if 
the best effect is to be obtained, and they 
may be left open or skut, their side-draw 
curtains being hung on the room side of 
the door frame. Any window in the hall 
Should be curtained simply, the side-draw 
curtain usually being sufficient and these 
Often allow a fine chance for an accent of 
color—a dull cool eolor, if the hall is 


bright; a cheery yellow, orange or copper 
if the hall is dark. 

If there is a glass in the front door it 
Should be curtained simply when at all. 
Spend all the money you wish on handspun 
silk, silk gauze, or courfe silk, which are 
usually cased top and bottom on tiny reds, 
Do not place lace at front door if you wish 
to be decoratively correct. 


INCE the color schemes of other rooms 
7 are close to the hall, its own schemes 
Should be rather neutral, which may be 
assumed to be accomplished by the usual 
pale neutral walls and a woodwork, which 
will allow the presence of quite a number 
of pure bits of color in flowers and sconce 
Shades and duller color in unholstery and 
rug.

Tomato Rarebit. 


Two tablespoons butter, two tablespoons . 


flour, three-quarter cup milk, three-quarter 
cup stewed and drained tomatoes, one-third 
teaspoon soda, two cups finely-cut cheese, 
two eggs stightly beaten, salt, mustard, 
pepper. 

Put butter in saucepan, when melted 
add flour, pour.over gradually milk and 
as soon as mixture thickens, add tomatoes 
mixed with soda, then add cheese, eggs 
and seasoning to taste. Serve as soon as 
cheese has melted on toasted bread. 


Oyster Rarebit. 

One cup oysters, two tablespoons but- 
ter, one-half pound cheese (cut small 
pieces), one-quarter teaspoon salt, pepper, 
two eggs. Clean, parboil and drain oys- 
ters, reserving liquor; remove and discard 
tough muscle. Melt butter, add cheese and 
Seasoning, aS cheese melts add gradually 
oyster liquor and eggs slightly beaten. As 
soon as mixture is smooth, add soft part of 
oysters. Serve on crackers or bread 
toasted on one side, rarebit being poured 
over on toasted side. 

Welch Rarebit. 

One and one-half pounds cheese, one 
tablespoon butter, one-half cup milk, one 
teaspoon dry mustard, one-third teaspoon 
pepper, one egg, one tablespoon Worces- 
tershire sauce. 

Cut the cheese into small pieces or, bet- 
ter still, put through one of the cheese 
graters and put same in the upper part of 
a double boiler, having water in the lower 
part. Let the cheese melt and become 
creamy, add the butter, milk and season- 
ings; cook till smooth and just before serv- 
ing, Stir in the egg slightly beaten. | This 
prevents the rarebit being stringy. Have 
ready Slices of bread or toast, dip them 
into the cheese and pour more over them 
on the serving plate. 

Creamed Sardines. 

Drain from oil one small box sardines, re- 
move backbone from fish, then mash, Melt 
one-quarter cup butter, add one-quarter 
cup stale bread crumbs, one cup milk. 
When thoroughly heated, add two hard- 
boiled eggs finely chopped, the sardines, 
salt, pepper, paprika to tasie. serve on 
pieces of toasted bread. 

Creamed Cheese and Eggs. 

Three hard-boiled eggs, one-half tea- 
spoon Salt, four slices toast, ene tablespoon 
flour, pepper, one cup milk, one-quarter 
cup grated cheese. 

Make a thin white sauce with flour, milk 
and seasoning. Add cheese, stir till melt- 
ed. Chop egg whites and add to sauce. 
Pour over. toast. Force yolks through a 
Strainer. Sprinkle over the toast. 

Bermuda Salad.

The Proper Method When You 
A Letter of Introduction 


VERY man or woman who wants to be successful in business or in a profession 
should know the generally accepted rules regarding letters of introduction; no 
less should be the person who aspires to social honors know the etiquette of the 
letter of introduction, which is substantially the same throughout white man’s 


land. 


Here are some of the things you should know about it: 


The person who gives you a letter of introduction to one of his friends is 
granting you a decided courtesy. Therefore, unless you are well acquainted with a person 
you should not ask for a letter of introduction. It is the part of the one in a position to 


give a letter of introduction to suggest it. 

A man may .write letters of introduction 
to a man friend for another man friend. A 
mai may write letters for a man to a wom- 
an, but he would almost never write such 
a letter for a woman to a man. In Case 
he wished the nian to make the woman's 
acquaintance he would address the ‘etter of 
introduction to some woman in the man’s 
household—preferably his mother—and let 
the acquaintance proceed in that way. The 
only time that a man writes a letter of in- 
troduction to a man for a woman is when 
the object is entirely that of a business na- 
ture. A man does not often write letters 
of introduction to a woman for a woman, 
except for business purposes. Sometimes 
he might, however, introduce a young wom- 
an to an older woman. 


A woman writes letters for women to 


women, and men to mén, and for men to 
women, but seldom writes letters introduc- 
ing a woman to a man, 

Suppose you have arrived, a Stranger in 
a city, with a letter of introduction from a 
friend of yours to a resident of that city. 


What should you do with it? 
A MAN always presents a letter of in- 
troduction in person; a woman never 
does untess it is a purely business introduc- 
tion. A woman simply inserts her own per- 
sonal card with her temporary address in 
the city written below her name in the en- 
velope with the letter of introduction, seals 
it, stamps it and posts it as directed by the 
A man carries the 
letter personally. He does not seal the note. 
He leaves his card with the letter and us- 
ually asks to see the person to whom it is 
addressed. Whether or not the person ad- 
dressed is in, he leaves the letter and. his 
card, bearing his temporary address, 

Having done that much the bearer of the 
letter waits for the one addressed to make 
the next move, and that next move should 
be made without delay. If the letter is pre- 
sented by a woman the most courteous 
thing to do is to call within a few days at 
the address indicated on the card. if it 
is impossible to call immediately—that is 
within two or three days—a polite note 
Should be sent asking the stranger to come 
to dinner, luncheon or afternoon tea. if 
it is impossible to entertain the stranger 
in your own house then an appointment to 
have luncheon or.tea at a hotel or tea-room 
is sufficient. Of course, the home enter- 
tainment is always more hospitable. If the 
letter is presented by a man to a woman she 
should ask him on his first call to come to 
dinner or otherwise extend her hospitality 
to him. Sometimes it would be more con- 
venient simply to ask him to spend the eve- 
ning and meet the other members of the 
family or some persons who might be of in- 


terest or assistance to him. If the = ad- 
dressed does not see him on his call she 
Should write to him asking him to her 


house at a detinite date—preferably — to 
partake of a meal. Ifa man receives a let

You might then 
Simply have said that your stay was to be 
Short or your engagements So numerous 
that you could not avail yourself of the 
kindness. Such polite refusals of profiered 
letters of introduction are always infinitely 
better than the failure to make use of a 
letter after it is written. 

When you,wrile a letter of introduction 
for a friend or acquaintance to another 
friend or acquaintance you should always 
remember that it is to be an unsealed let- 
ter, that is it is to be handed opened to the 
one who has asked for it, and is to be car- 
ried or sent by him or her to the peison’ 
addressed. for this the letter 
Should be in a measure formal, even though 
your usual letters to the one addressed are 
most personal in tone.

If, for instinece, a man were writing a 
letter introducing a friend to the woman 


to whom he was engaged it should, of 
course, be devoid of any of the usual terms 
of endearment between engaged persons, 
To be Sure, a man does not usually write a 
letter to a very voung woman. He would 
rather address the letter to the girl's 
mother, who would be more in a position 
to extend hospitalities to a stranger; but 
if the young woman were not extremely 
young it is quite proper that a man should 
thus introduce a friend to his finance.
